The  past  year  has  been  without  question  a  most  successful 
year  for  the  Choral  Club  of  the  I.  S.  N.  U.  Not  alone  in  the 
attendance  and  spirit  of  co-operation  at  the  meetings  but  in 
the  high  grade  of  classical  music  presented  to  the  public  at  the 
concerts. 

The  purpose  of  the  choral  club  is  to  give  those  students 
with  some  musical  ability  a  chance  to  do  concert  work  outside 
of  the  class  room.  The  clul)  meets  two  evenings  out  of  the 
week  for  an  hour's  practice. 

Until  this  last  year  the  choral  club  has  appeared  as  a 
regular  number  on  the  lecture  course  in  which  they  were  au- 
thorized to  give  two  concerts,  one  at  the  end  of  the  fall  and 
winter  terms.  This  year  for  the  first  tinie  the  choral  club 
got  up  its  own  audience,  an  admission  fee  was  charged  and 
the  proceeds  were  used  to  purchase  new  music.

As  many  as  seven  this 
ycai'!  One  (if  the  many  pleasant  things  about  these  dances 
was  that  one  need  not  fear  getting  his  toes  mutilated  owing  to 
the  abbreviated  crowd.  As  is  known  there  is  always  a  man 
famine  in  Normal,  but  at  the  time  of  the  dance  it  is  more  no- 
ticeable than  ever,  for  many  are  the  fair  maidens  who  jump  at 
every  ring  of  the  telephone,  hoping  it  is  "some  him"  who  has 
weighed  every  maiden  in  the  balance  and  found  all  wanting, 
except  her.

The  I.  S.  N.  U.  Band,  which  has  been  a  dream  of  President 
Fclmley  for  several  years,  was  organized  last  September. 

Though  we  know  not  what  means  were  used  by  our  presi- 
dent, we  do  know  that  it  was  from  him  that  the  state  legisla- 
ture eaught  the  l)and  fever.  The  result  was  that  we  received 
an  appropriation  of  five  hundred  dollars  with  which  to  pur- 
chase instruments. 

With  this  appropriation  thirteen  horns  and  two  drums 
were  purchased.  The  band  began  with  the  opening  of  school 
in  September,  1914.  Several  students  possessing  their  own  in- 
struments desired  to  join  and  the  number  was  soon  increased 
to  thirty.     Seven  of  these  are  girls. 

At  the  first  meeting  it  was  decided  that  Tuesday  evenings 
should  be  the  regular  time  for  rehearsals,  and  that  there 
should  also  be  eome-if-you-want-to  rehearsals  on  Friday  even- 
ings. Band  interest  has  been  such  that  the  Friday  evening  re- 
hearsals have  been  a  success. 

The  Band  consists  of  nine  Cornets,  four  Mellophones,  six 
Clarinets,  one  piccolo,  one  Saxophone,  five  Trombones,  two 
Baritones,  one  Bass,  and  two  Drums. 


The  success  of  the  band  is,  no  doubt,  mostly  due  to  the 
director,  Mr.  Westhoff.  He  has  arranged  every  piece  of  music 
that  has  been  played  this  year.  In  arranging  he  took  into  con- 
sideration the  ability  of  the  person  who  was  to  play  the  music. 
This  has  been  conducive  to  good  tone  quality,  and  accounts  for 
the  rapid  progress  made  by  the  band. 

Late  in  the  fall  term  the  band  made  its  first  appearance  in 
General  Exercises.  They  played  two  pieces  and  then  retreated 
from  the  stage.  Although  the  audience  cheered  much,  for 
some  reason  the  band  gave  no  encore.  Later  they  furnished  a 
part  of  the  music  foi'  the  Society  Contest,  Founder's  Day,  Ed- 
wards' ]\Iedal  Contest,  Inter-Normal  Contest,  Meeting  of  the 
State  Teachers'  Association,  Baseball  games,  Contest  of  Illi- 
nois Association  of  Literary  Societies,  and  gave  a  musical  pro- 
gram on  the  campus,  on  Saturday  evening,  May  6th. 

The  band  has  been  an  enlivening  feature  of  the  school  year, 
Mr.  Westhoff  and  the  young  people  of  the  band  deserve  much 
credit.

The  University  has  realized  this  year  as  nevei'  before  the 
benefits  of  its  enlarged  music  department.  With  the  recent  ad- 
dition of  another  instructor  in  this  field,  not  only  have  more 
courses  been  offered,  but  more  time  has  been  devoted  to  the 
mu-sical  organizations  of  the  school.  That  this  time  has  been 
profitably  spent  is  admitted  by  every  one  who  has  hcartl  ]ier- 
formances  of  the  glee  clubs,  choral  club,  band,  and  orchestra. 

]\Iiss  Minerva  Hall  has  developed  an  orchestra  this  year 
which  excels  any  that  this  institution  has  ever  had.  She  has 
made  the  orchestra  what  it  is  by  continually  and  patiently 
developing  the  crude  material  with  which  she  connnenced.

Our  interest  is  always  aroused  in  something  unusual,  in 
something  new,  but  our  interest  in  "The  Tjatest  Addition  to 
our  Faculty"  lies  deeper  than  in  his  " latestness. "  Coming 
to  us  in  a  time  of  stress,  in  a  time  when  we  were  looking  for- 
ward to  struggles  unavoidable  and  innumerable,  he  was  forced 
to  the  front,  forced  to  show  his  leadership  and  powers  of  dis- 
entanglement.   He  picked  up  the  loose  threads — and  weaving 


them  together,  has  made  his  de])artnient  one  of  the  sti'ongest 
in  the  school.  With  poor  eciuipment  as  to  knowledge  of  his 
people,  conditions  and  difficulties,  he  went  into  every  battle — 
of  oratory,  debate  and  reading — showing  such  valor,  zeal  and 
earnestness  as  a  general  that  his  peojile  were  bound  to  make 
this  the  star  year  for  I.  S.  N.  U.  What  good  fights  were  put 
up  ;  what  spirit  was  instilled  in  the  contestants — how  much 
are  they,  the  victors,  indebted  to  their  general !  From  each 
battlefield — Inter-Society,  Edwards  Medal,  Inter-Normal, 
Oshkosh,  Terre  Haute,  Illinois  Association  of  Literaiy  So- 
cieties, all  scenes  of  struggle,  have  avcII  earned  spoils  been 
l)rought  l)ack  to  I.  S.  N.  U.,  and  thus  does  she  honor  her  leadc)'. 
Prof.  Sanford. 

Prof.  C.  M.  Sanford  is  a  native  of  Northeastern  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  first  graduated  from  the  Starruca  High  School  at 
Starruca,  Pa.,  then  from  Muhlenberg  Seminary  at  Allentown, 
Pa.,  and  later  fi-om  Cornell  University,  at  Ithaca,  N.  Y. 

Prof.  Sanford  came  to  us  from  the  Platteville,  Wisconsin 
Normal  School,  where  he  was  head  of  the  dcjiartments  of 
Pul)lic  Speaking  and  Geography.  He  is  much  in  demand  as  a 
Chautauqua  speaker,  and  during  the  summers  of  1913  and 
1914  he  was  one  of  the  regular  lecturers  of  the  Redpath  Ly- 
ceum Bureau.  Prof.  Sanford  will  continue  in  the  chautauqua 
work  during  the  summer  of  1915. 

But  in  his  work  here,  and  in  the  lecture  field,  we  see  Prof. 
Sanford  best  in  the  lines  of  his  own  favorite  i^oem.  The  ]\Ian

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CONTEST  WITH  MACOMB  NORMAL 


On  Friday  evening  I.  S.  N.  U.  met  Macomb  Noi-mal  in  a 
three-fold  contest.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  contest  has 
included  the  contest  in  extemporaneous  speaking  which  has 
been  added  to  the  contest  in  I'cading  and  oration  which  have 
formerly  been  held. 

The  program  was  excellent  and  each  performer  did  well. 
The  first  speaker  was  Mr.  Ernest  MeCall,  of  Macomb,  who  de- 
livered an  extemporaneous  talk  on  "The  Cost  of  War."  The 
speaker  showed  unusual  ability  along  this  line.  This  speech 
was  well  thought  out  and  well  organized,  and  he  drew  upon 
the  present  European  w^ar  to  illustrate  his  points. 

(Jur  speaker.  Miss  Dorothy  Garret,  had  a  difficult  subject 
to  speak  upon  and  one  which  lacked  the  heart  interest  of  the 
other  topic.     Her  subject  was,  "Irrigation  and  What  It  Has 


Accomplished."  Miss  Garret  did  very  well,  and  described  the 
Roosevelt  dam  in  illustration  of  her  point. 

The  decision  was  given  to  Mr.  McCall. 

Our  contesting  orator,  William  Allan,  sjjoke  first  and  deliv- 
ered an  oration  on  "Woodrow  Wilson."  He  spoke  particu- 
larly of  the  state  of  aft'airs  before  the  democratic  election,  of 
the  personal  fitness  of  our  national  leader,  and  of  the  large 
amount  of  constructive  legislation  that  has  been  passed  since 
his  election.  Mr.  Allan's  oration  was  good,  his  style  clear,  and 
his  delivery  excellent. 

Mr.  Wade,  of  Macomb,  chose  as  subject  for  his  oration  "A 
Prison  Yet  Not  a  Prison. ' '  He  spoke  of  the  terrible  condition 
in  our  present  day  prisons,  and  dwelt  upon  the  fact  that  a  man 
came  out  of  such  environment  far  worse  rather  than  better  for

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liaving  boon  confined.  He  suggested  as  a  remedy  a  universal 
improvement  in  prisons  such  as  has  already  been  accomplished 
in  a  few  instances. 

The  decision  was  rendered  in  favor  of  Mr.  Alhui.  This 
malu'S  Ml'.  Allan  the  contestant  for  Illinois  in  the  coming-  con- 
test to  take  place  at  La  Crosse,  Wisconsin. 

The  next  number  of  the  program  was  a  reading  by  our 


contestant,  Aliss  Dell  Marie  Brokaw,  who  gave  "The  Highway- 
man." Miss  Bi'okaw  is  so  good;  her  mastery  of  her  reading 
so  good ;  hei'  enunciation  so  perfect  that  any  contestant  would 
liave  much  to  do  to  excel  her.  Miss  Frances  Foley  gave  an 
excellent  rendition  of  a  cutting  from  "The  Littlest  Rebel."

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THE  NORMAL  OSHKOSH  DEBATE 

Robert  Ernest,  Noah  Braden,  and  T.  J.  Wilson,  with  Miss 
Alta  Fishbaek  as  alternate,  and  Prof.  C.  N.  Sanford  as  coach, 
constituted  the  debating  team  of  the  I.S.N.U.  that  was  sent 
against  the  team  of  the  Oshkosh  Normal  School  for  the  combat 
of  1915.  The  debate  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Osh- 
kosh Normal  on  the  evening  of  April  23.  The  question  for  de- 
bate was:  Resolved,  "That  the  Present  Democratic  Adminis- 
tration Has  Justified  Its  Election."  The  home  team  put  up  a 
good  fight  on  the  negative  side  of  the  question  but  the  judges 
decided  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  team  from  Oshkosh. 

There  are  many  pleasures  that  come  to  a  team  making  this 
trip,  chief  of  which  are  the  courtesies  shown  by  the  faculty 
and  student  body  of  the  Oshkosh  Normal  school.  President 
Keith  of  the  school  was  especially  obliging  in  the  matter  of 
showing  the  team  about  the  city  and  seeing  that  every  want 
was  satisfied.  It  was  the  decision  of  the  team  that  in  case  de- 
feat was  necessaiy  it  was  some  satisfaction  to  be  defeated  by 
such  likeable  opponents. 

TERRE  HAUTE  NORMAL  DEBATE 

Robert  Grublx  Earl  Case  and  ]\Iiss  Alice  Gasaway  were  the 
members  of  the  debating  team  of  I.  S.  N.  U.  which  met  the  de- 
bating team  of  the  Terre  Haute  Normal  School  in  the  I.  S. 
N.  U.  auditorium  on  April  23,  1915.  The  question  for  debate 
was  the  same  as  that  between  the  I.  S.  N.  U.  and  Oshkosh 
teams,  but  the  affirmative  team  was  more  successful  in  the  con- 
test than  were  their  comrades  on  the  negative.  The  decision 
of  the  judges  was  unanimously  in  favor  of  the  Normal  team. 

The  school  gained  quite  a  bit  of  satisfaction  out  of  the  vic- 
tory since  it  has  been  but  few  times  that  success  has  crowned 
the  team  that  met  the  men  of  the  ' '  High  Ground ' '  Normal.  It 
was  this  fear  of  defeat  and  hope  of  victory  that  lead  Mr.  San- 
ford to  put  his  strongest  team  in  opposition  to  the  visitors. 
Mr.  Case  is  a  strong  debater  and  on  this  occasion  in  particular 
' '  0  'er  leaped ' '  himself.  Mr.  Grubb  had  been  drubbed  on  two 
or  three  previous  occasions  by  the  Terre  Haute  team,  but  each 
time  he  managed  to  get  up  smiling  and  this  time  was  rewarded 
by  success.  Miss  Gasaway  proved  her  worth  as  a  foi-ceful  de- 
bater and  will  no  doubt  find  a  place  on  the  team  for  next  year.

Ill  the  fall  of  1913  Miss  Mildred  Felmley,  who  had  just 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  entered  the  Normal 
School. 

It  was  mainly  due  to  her  efforts  that  the  old  Dramatic  Club 
was  reorganized  into  the  Jesters.  A  few  peoi)le  who  had  be- 
longed to  the  Dramatic  I'lub  constituted  the  charter  members. 
This  group,  with  Miss  Felmley  as  president,  drew  up  the  con- 
stitution, parts  of  which  were  taken  from  the  "Mask  and 
Bauble,"  the  dramatic  organization  at  the  U.  of  I. 

In  December  some  students  who  had  proved  themselves  es- 
pecially good  in  dramatics,  were  pledged  and  soon  initiated 
with  great  ceremony. 

On  ]\Iareh  5th  the  Jesters  presented  their  first  play,  "Green 
Stockings, ' '  which  was  a  great  success. 

AVith  the  graduating  class  of  1914,  the  club  lost  most  of  its 
charter  memlx'rs,  but  early  last  fall,  with  Miss  Constance  Coen 


liolding  the  office  of  president,  the  society  initiated  a  number 
of  peojile  who  had  shown  ability  in  the  spi'ing  i)lays.  With  the 
I'anks  thus  filled  again  the  Jesters  were  able  to  present  their 
annual  play  in  December.  The  title  of  this  year's  play  was 
"Buntv  Pulls  the  Strings,"  a  Scotch  comedv  which  was  verv 
well  liked. 

Most  of  the  school  plays  are  given  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Jesters,  and  ])eo]Je  having  important  i)arts  in  these  produc- 
tions ai'e  takt'u  into  the  society.

Since  only  those  who  have  displayed  considerable  talent  in 
acting  are  admitted  to  the  ranks  of  the  Jesters,  every  one  of 
the  members  is  proud  to  wear  the  little  Jester-head  pin, 
which  is  the  symbol  of  the  club.

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THE  INTER  STATE  ORATORICAL  CONTEST 
AT  LA  CROSSE 

The  weather  was  ideal,  the  hurst  of  summer  in  the  h\st  half 
of  April  pusht  veg'etatioii  foi'ward  at  an  unwonted  pace.  The 
April  day  in  Wisconsin  was  like  a  May  day  in  Central  Illinois. 
Every  state  was  represented  by  three  or  more  delegates. 

From  Illinois  had  come  the  president  of  the  Association 
Normal  representatives,  our  orator,  Mr.  William  David  Allan, 
President  Felmley,  Paul  Benjamin,  of  the  senior  class,  Edwin 
Bui'tis  and  Carroll  D.  Fox,  of  the  junior  class. 

The  Milwaukee  State  Normal  School  was  furnishing  the 
oi'ator  for  Wisconsin  and  sent  along  with  him  a  men's  glee 
club  of  fifty  members,  which  furnisht  nearly  all  the  music  of 
the  day. 

An  automobile  party  was  organized  which  took  the  guests 
to  visit  Grandad  Bluffs,  700  feet  above  the  Mississippi,  the 
most  imposing  feature  of  the  La  Cross  landscape. 

The  day  was  spent  by  the  visitors  in  inspecting  the  school 
and  in  a  two-hour  forenoon  meeting  in  the  auditorium. 

The  La  Crosse  Normal  School  is  only  six  years  old.  Tlie 
l)ilding  is  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  square  with  a  continuous 
coi'ridor  surrounding  the  interior,  Avhich  contains  a  spacious 
auditorium  sei)a rated  on  two  sides  from  the  surrounding 
structure  by  light  wells  thirty  feet  in  diameter.  Under  these 
light  wells  and  lighted  from  above,  ai-e  rooms  for  manual  train- 
ing and  domestic  science.  The  bilding  is  admirably  adapted 
for  a  normal  school  of  400  students. 

The  preparation  of  special  students  is  parceld  out  among 
the  different  Wisconsin  normal  schools.  La  Crosse  has  as  its 
speciality  the  training  of  teachers  of  physical  education.  The 
equipment  is  very  fine,  the  instruction  superior.  Ten  seniors 
and  thirty-six  juniors  are  taking  the  special  course. 


The  contest  was  cald  at  8:15  p.  m.    The  judges  were:

Leag,  hence  it  is  probable  that  in  the  next  contest  six  states 
will  bo  represented.

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THE  EDWARDS  MEDAL  CONTEST. 


The  annual  Edwards  modal  eontest  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  February  27.  The  numbers  both  in  oratory  and  reading 
were  of  exceptional  quality  and  the  contest  as  a  whole  was  one 
of  the  best  held  here  in  recent  years.  Preliminary  contests 
were  held  to  determine  the  final  three  contestants  for  each 
medal.  These  tryouts  were  hotly  contested,  showing  a  growing 
interest  in  the  work  of  reading  and  oratory. 

The  readings  were  of  exceptional  eharactei',  there  being  ex- 
cellent interpretation  on  the  part  of  every  reader.  Miss  Delia 
Brokaw,  the  winner  of  the  reading,  is  a  reader  of  wonderful 
al)ility.  In  her  presentation  of  Alfred  Noyes'  poem  "The 
Highwayman,"  she  held  her  audience  from  the  l)eginning  to 
the  end  by  her  beautiful  voice  and  personality. 

In  oration  it  was  veiy  difficult  to  judge  the  best  of  the  three 
for  taken  as  a  whole  they  were  the  three  best  orations  given  on 
one  eontest  in  the  last  few  years.

The  majiir  spoils  in  1.  S.  N.  U.  reached  a  high  dej^ree  of 
perfection  diii'inji:  the  year  of  1914-15.  They  were  not  so  suc- 
cessful from  the  ])oint  of  view  of  making  scores,  but  the  class 
of  men  entei'ed  was  excellent.  For  an  athlete  to  be  down  in 
his  work  this  year  was  almost  an  unknown  occui'i'ence  and 
this  reflects  very  favorably  on  our  athletics.  On  the  othei' 
hand  a  large  amount  of  new  material  was  j)ut  into  good  shape 
for  the  teams  in  1915-16.  For  these  two  reasons  we  are  justi- 
fied in  saying  that  the  general  standard  of  athletics  was  well 
up  toward  the  top  of  the  scale. 

The  football  team  was  built  around  four  old  men — Schnei- 
der, Benjamin,  Deal  and  Shirck.  With  this  as  a  nucleous 
Coach  Russell  Iniilt  a  \viun  that  was  the  best  seen  in  Normal 
since  football  was  ])ut  back  into  the  school  thi-ee  yeai's  ago. 
Of  course  the  team  was  not  of  the  high  quality  that  it  was 
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when  Normal's  football  teams  were  famous,  but  nevertheless 
ra])i(l  strides  were  made  all  throu<rh  the  season. 

The  new  men  that  made  the  squad  showed  class  that  well 
Ijecame  veterans.  Gossman,  the  fleet-footed  Pana  lad  wdio 
played  end,  often  thrilled  the  spectators  by  grabbing  difficult 
forward  passes  and  circling  the  ends  for  twenty  and  thirty 
yai'd  gains.  He  was  forced  to  leave  school  about  the  middle 
of  the  term  on  account  of  sickness  at  home  and  this  weakened 
the  team  considerably.  Vanneman,  the  huge  center  of  this 
year's  team  who  was  recruited  from  Normal  High  School,  was 
a  whale  on  defense.  His  high  class  woi'k  in  the  center  of  the 
line  won  for  him  the  unanimous  decision  foi'  all-state  center, 
and  wisely  enough  he  was  elected  captain  of  next  year's  team. 
The  three  recruits  from  U.  High — Cox,  Grubb  and  Burtis — 
showed  the  old  "pep"  generally  demonstrated  by  U.  High 
athletes.  Cox  played  quarter,  half  and  end,  and  in  all  of 
these  places  his  speed  and  ability  to  dodge  made  him  a  favor- 
ite with  the  fans.  Grubb  and  Burtis  played  well  as  tackles 
and  the  former  was  an  especially  strong  defensive  man. 

Oftentimes  on  a  team  there  is  a  player  who  always  plays 
a  mighty  effective  game  and  yet  for  some  unknown  reason  his 
work  is  not  spectacular  and  he  is  not  noticed  much.    Well  we 


had  just  such  a  num  on  this  year's  team.  He  is  a  player  who 
has  played  with  Normal  for  some  time  and  we  believe  that  h(! 
has  never  received  his  just  deserts.  This  man  is  none  other 
than  Dan  Shirck.  No  man  on  the  team  made  interference  for 
the  runner  as  much  as  Dan  did  and  no  one  played  a  better 
defensive  game.  Only  a  little  fellow  weighing  less  than  one 
hundred  forty,  but  he  never  knew  what  it  was  to  lie  down. 

Benjamin  Deal  and  Schneider  w^'re  our  best  offensive  men 
and  they  were  good.  Deal  played  a  hard  heady  game  and  was 
the  cleanest  tackier  we  had.  Benjamin  is  always  good  and  but 
little  need  be  said  relating  to  this  vetei'an  who  finished  his  col- 
lege athletics  this  year.  The  best  offensive  man  on  the  squad 
was  Dutch  Schneider.  Dutch  was  a  lightning  halfback  who 
could  go  around  the  ends  or  smash  the  line.  He  more  than 
anyone  else  put  life  and  pep  into  the  team. 

The  guard  positions  were  played  by  Petty,  Hudgins,  and 
Alexander.  All  played  good  football  and  handled  the  guard 
positions  in  a  creditable  manner. 

The  end  positions  were  played  by  Gossman,  Twomey,  Cox 
brothers,  and  Hood.  All  of  these  men  made  good  ends  and  it 
was  hard  for  an  opposing  team  to  gain  consecutively  around 
the  ends.

The  story  of  our  basketball  team  this  year  is  truly  filled 
with  hard  luck.  At  the  opening  of  the  season  prospects  never 
looked  brighter,  but  tough  luck  was  on  our  side.  The  team 
was  built  around  two  regulars  of  last  year's  team  and  one 
utility  man.  Schneider  and  Benjamin,  a  guard  and  forward 
respectively,  and  Deal  the  utility  man  were  the  only  old  men 
we  had.  Nevertheless  with  the  new  material  that  came  into 
school,  chiefly  from  U.  High,  the  chances  for  a  championship 
team  loomed  up  brightly. 

In  the  opening  game  of  the  season  with  Wesleyan  the  hoo- 
doo first  appeared.  R.  Courtright,  a  brother  of  the  famous 
Jay  Courtright,  received  a  broken  leg.  This  accident  put  one 
of  our  brightest  hopes  out  of  the  game  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season.  In  the  next  game  with  Bradley,  Benjamin  had  the 
ligaments  in  his  ankle  torn  loose  so  that  he  was  out  of  the  game 
until  near  the  end  of  the  season.  C.  D.  Cox  was  next  to  go  on 
the  hospital  list.  After  playing  a  hard  game  against  Bradley 
he  did  not  recuperate  as  athletes  usually  do  and  upon  med- 
ical examination  it  was  found  that  his  blood  pressure  was  dan- 
gerously high.  Because  of  this  "C.  D."  was  forced  to  the 
bench.  Big  Jean  Petty,  a  recruit  from  the  southern  part  of 
the  state,  was  next  to  leave  the  squad.  After  a  severe  attack 
of  the  grippe  he  was  left  in  such  a  weak  condition  that  he 
could  not  play  for  some  time.

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We  have  not  felt  so  optimistic  in  i-egard  to  our  National 
Game  for  a  number  of  years,  as  we  do  this  year.  At  the  first 
call,  twenty-five  men  re])orted  for  practice,  including  several 
of  last  year's  team  and  some  who  had  jilayed  here  several 
yt'ai's  ago.  Coach  Russell  was  at  woi'k  early  on  the  schedule 
and  has  presented  one  of  the  l)est  scliedules  ever  secured  by  a 
Normal  manager. 

At  this  writing  the  team  has  not  won  a  majority  of  its 
games,  but  is  fast  rounding  into  form,  and  expects  to  finish 
the  season  with  a  percentage  well  above  the  500  mark.  A 
series  of  Inter-class  games  were  arranged  and  the  first  team 
finds  that  they  are  not  the  only  ones  on  the  field.  Perhaps 
some  good  material  will  be  developed  from  some  of  the  class 
players,  which  will  make  them  valuable  for  next  year's  team. 

Fred  Walker  started  the  season  behind  the  bat  and  proved 
to  be  the  real  find  of  the  season.  A  hard  and  faithful  worker, 
a  good  batter  and  thrower,  he  makes  one  of  the  fastest  back- 
stops ever  developed  here.  However,  he  is  a  good  infield  man 
and  when  Waltzen,  an  old  and  experienced  man  entered 
school.  Walker  was  shifted  to  shortstop,  where  he  plays  a 
whirlwind  game.  Waltzen  now  takes  care  of  the  l)ulk  of  the 
catching,  and  his  chief  asset  is  his  ability  to  get  the  most  out 
of  a  pitcher,  and  his  deadly  accuracy  in  throwing  to  bases.

Witli  the  opening'  of  the  athletic  season  of  11)14-15  the 
eoacht's  were  faced  with  the  problem  of  making  new  and  un- 
tried material  into  a  team.  No  idea  of  winning  existed ;  only 
a  determination  to  do  our  best;  to  keep  as  near  the  top  as  pos- 
sible. 

In  basket  ball,  with  only  one  of  last  year's  ehampionshi]> 
squad  in  school,  the  outlook  was  especially  dark.  Saybrook, 
Lexington,  Decatur,  Gibson  City  and  Peoi'ia  Manual  in  turn, 
administered  defeats,  and  up  to  the  county  tournament  only 
one  victory  crowned  our  efforts. 


Another  series  of  defeats  intervened  between  the  county 
and  the  district  tournament.  In  the  big  event  U.  High  showed 
the  effects  of  its  hard  work  and  defeated  Washington  and 
Peoria  Central,  a  team  picked  by  many  to  win  the  tournament. 
Decatur,  the  Disti'ict  ( 'ham])ions,  tinally  put  us  out. 

A  fitting  close  to  the  season  was  witnessed  by  loyal  U.  High 
supporters  where  in  the  last  two  games  of  the  season,  Decatur, 
the  District  Champions  of  Central  Illinois,  and  Springfield, 
champions  in  their  district,  bowed  before  the  dash  and  fire  of 
our  team,  on  successive  nights,  Springfield  suffering  the  worst 
defeat  of  the  season.

Dui'inii'  the  lirsl  week  of  praetiee  Dud  ( '•)ur(i'i<ilit,  the  vet- 
ei-an  end,  strained  a  litianient  ami  Avas  out  for  two  weeks.  The 
two  <j'uai'ds,  Beeknian  and  Youn<>',  were  moved  to  tackle  posi- 
tions and  new  li-uards  develo])ed.  Ai'nisti'on<i;.  Punk,  Moore, 
Blaii',  and  Nield  played  this  position  dui-iu'.;'  the  season,  with 
nioi'e  or  le.ss  success.  Owing"  to  Courtright's  injury-  new  ends 
had  to  he  found.  iNFohi'  and  Yonngblood  wei'e  tried,  and  the 
former  won  a  herth  immediately  by  his  gritty  work.  The  lat- 
ter is  only  a  freshman  and  should  be  good  in  anothei'  year.  To 
the  jiivot  i)!)sition,  Russell  Paekai'd  was  assigned.  Packard 
had  pievious  exjierience  with  a  Wisconsin  high  school  and 
l)layed  his  position  with  a  greater  degree  of  consistency  than 
any  of  his  mates  in  the  line. 

A  new  backtield  had  also  to  be  built.  Lawrence  Rust,  a 
B.  H.  S.  product,  was  given  a  trial  at  the  quartei'  back  ])ost  in 
the  first  game.  In  the  lattei-  part  of  the  fii'st  game  and  in  the 
second  game,  Pfiffner,  of  the  1913  second  team,  was  tried.  The 
team  went  well  under  his  direction,  but  before  many  minutes 
of  play  he  received  an  injury  to  his  shoulder  which  kept  him 
out  of  the  game  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Accordingly 
the  coach  fell  back  on  the  old  reliable  Court  right,  shifting  him 
from  end  to  quarter-back,  where,  l)ecause  of  his  extreme  stead- 
iness  and   abilitv  to   work   well   with   his   team-mates,   he   re- 


mained.    Rust  was  lalei'  given  the  other  end  position,  wliei'e 
lie  played  a.  heady,  consistent  game. 

The  back  positions  were  ])layed  by  seven  diffei'cnt  men.  Lig- 
gett, one  of  the  best  backs  of  1913,  was  given  a  half  back  posi- 
tion, but  unfortunately  decided  to  quit  the  game  eai'ly  in  IIk 
season.  Ward,  a  1913  reserve,  was  assigned  to  full  back,  but 
was  forced  to  retire  on  account  of  parental  objection.  Giai- 
lough,  a  junior,  played  a  good  game  at  half,  but  was  forced  to 
retire  on  account  of  injuries. 

The  finds  of  the  season,  howevei',  wei'e  Lestei-  Holmes  and 
Lyle  Courtright.  The  foi-mei-  was  ])laying  his  first  year  a1 
the  fall  sport,  but  l)ecause  of  his  speed,  immediately  won  a 
place  and  before  long  was  the  tei'roi"  of  the  o])i)osing  team. 
It  was  also  ( 'ourti'ight's  tirst  yeai".  After  Ward's  I'etii'eiiu  iil 
Courtright  ])layed  full  back  very  acceptably.  He  is  veiy  light 
for  a  full  back,  but  because  of  his  speed  and  twisting,  dodging 
tactics  was  able  to  gain  thru  the  line  as  well  as  a  heavier 
player.  Burtis,  a  1913  I'eserve,  played  a  lialf-back  position 
aftei-  Garlough's  injury.  Hugh  Hai-i'ison  also  was  seen  at  a 
half-back  position. 

The  record  of  games  shows  that  the  coach  accomplished  his 
task  well.  The  first  games  wei'e  lost,  but  as  the  season  i)ro- 
gressed,  the  team  impi'oved  and  captui-ed  sevei'al  victoi'ies. 

The  pleasing  feature  is  the  hope  held  for  a  1915  team.  Of 
last  year's  team  only  five  are  lost,  Burtis,  Beckman,  Young, 
Mooi'e  and  Pfiffnei'.  With  the  entire  back  field  left  and  almost 
the  entire  line,  the  team  of  191.")  should  live  aj)  to  the  record  of 
pi-evious  teams.
